The opinion says: 

“ ..the statute is, we think, to be 
construed as condemning only gaming 
transactions and not sales for future 
delivery where a margin is deposited 
in lieu of full payment or full credit 
given. ‘The earlier Georgia decisioas 
did not clearly mark the distinction 
between contracts for future delivery 
where there was an intent that the 
goods bought should really be deliver- 
ed and those in which neither parts 
had such intent, but assumed all con- 
tracts for futures made on margins 
to be gambling...” 

The opinion cites a case in 1900 and 
states that “contracts for future deliv- 
ery were held valid though the seller 
‘had not the property sold, if either 
‘party contemplated an actual delivery ; 
but to be gaming and contrary to pub- 
lic policy if neither party, so intended 
but both expected to settle by the fiuc- 
tuation in market price of the goods 
contracted for.” The act now in ques- 
tion was passed by the legislature a 
few years later. 

Opinion on Gaming. 

The opinion construes trading in 
futures by persons who never intend 
delivery as gaming, and declares that 
the burden of proof is upon those who 
are engaged in this practice. It fur- 
ther states that indictments against 
the petitioners éor dealing in futures 
un margin are founded on valid law: 
prohibiting such; that petitioners are 
trrinble in the state court “but that 
their asserted innocence is ground for 
sequittal in the state court, but not 
for injunction in the federal court.’ 

It is on this last phase of the opin- 
ion that counsel for the brokers ave 
basing their fight in the state court. 
Contracts as now used, and whigh are 
hondled through the New York Cot- 
ton exchange and the New Orleaus 
Cotton exchange, read that delivery 
is contemplated in the transaction.

550,715, which brought its income for 
the year to $33,9¥C,489. Although the 
1924 earninge were about $3,500,000 
less than in 1923, the corporation was 
able to close its year witn a larger

The gain in Bethlehem’s earnings, 
which were established on lower prices 
for steel, measured the*extent of the 
improvement in the steel industry 
which took place in the last quarter 
of the year. particularly after the elec- 
tion. The corporation was the first 
of the jarge steel companies to report 
its earnings, 

“The fourth quarter's earnings,” 
President FE. G. Grace announced, “‘aft- 
er providing for the payment of all 
fixed charges and dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock, left $1.08 earning per 
share on the common stock, as com- 
pared to a deficit of 54 cents a share 
in the third quarter, thus reflecting the 
improved conditions.

Geneva, Januay 22.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)—Costa Rica ‘filed her 
resignation from the League of Na- 
tions today transmitting with her mes- 
sage a check for back dues. 

No reason was given for the witb- 
drawal, but a league official said it 
was assumed the resignation was due 
to crilicisia of the country for failure 
to pay her assessments, voiced during 
the sessions of the budget committee 
at the lust assembly, 

Costa Rica fixed January 1 as the 
date of resignation, but at the cove- 
nant requires two years’ notice of 
withdrawal she would not cease to be 
a member until January 1, 1927. Of- 
ficials of the league said, however, that 
they hopéd in the meanwhile to induce 
her to rescind he- decision and resume 
membership. 

The letter containing notice of resig- 
nation inclosed a check for $18,677 
in payment of back dues for the years 
1921-1924 inclusive. Costa Rica’s an- 
nual assessment was about $5,000, her 
dues, iike those of some of the other 
Central American states, being re- 
duced considerably some time ago. 

During the budget hearings the 
failure of Costa Rica and some other 
countries to meet their financial ob- 
ligatiuns to the league were unfavora- 
bly commented upon. The reductions 
of assessments were based on the sys- 
tem used by the universal nostal union 
and the league authorities found these 
excessive for certain of the smaller 
countries. 

This is the fist case of a resignation 
from the league and officials said it 
was an entirely separate one, there 
being no indications that it would be 
followed by other Latin-American 
countries: :

Made by Briand 


Paris, January 22._-Former Premier 
Briand, speaking before the chamber 
of deputies this afternoon, for the first 
time since his resignation during the 
Cannes conference in January, 1922, 
made a stirring plea for the continu- 
ance of the French embassy at the 
vatican.

Briand said he was going to 
limit his speech to the question of the 
vatican, not from a _ political view- 
point—for he considered his politica) 
life finished—but because he believed 
it would he’ cowardice for the man 
who reestablished the French embassy 
at the vatican not to oppose its sup- 
pression.

while there was still time, not to take 
the irreparable step. 

The former premier argued that the 
holy see was a center of international 
activities that France could not af- 
ford to neglect. France had done well. 
he s:.id. in entering into relations with 
the soviet. but she should also be rep- 
resented wherever she had other in- 
terests, 

“You may withdraw your appropri- 
ations for an embassy at the vatican. 
but what would you savy if your am.- 
hassador there found his appropria- 
tions elsewhere and declared he in- 
tended to remain? I am just warning 
you that such a thing is possible, and 
even being prepared.” 

These words of the former. premier 
caused a sensation in the chamber. 
and were interpreted bv the deputies 
as meaning that the Catholie party 
would furnish the funds for the em- 
bassy if necessary.

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TASK NEW TRIAL 


# few minutes after Judge G. H. 
Howard, in Fulton superior court 
early ‘Thursday, sentenced Turner 
Gibby. 16-year-old boy, to life impris- 
onment for the murder of his brother- 
in-law, John Quinn, plans were begun 
for en appeal from the sentence, and 
formal motion for a new trial proba- 
bly will be filed as soon as the case 
has been recorded. 

A verdict of guilty, with recom- 
mendation for mercy, was returned by 
the jury shortly after 9 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning: The case was put into 
the jury’s hands Wednesday night. 
After three hours of deliberation, no 
agreement was reached, and court was 
adjourned until the morning. 

Boy Is Unmoved. 

The boy received the verdict with 
head erect and eyes driven straight 
into thore of Judge Howard's as the 
latier explained to him that the de- 
cision of the jury meant that he was 
to spend the rest of his natural days 
behind the somber, gray walls of the 
Georgia state penitentiary. He was 
uninoved, 

His mother, sitting near the inner 
railing of the court room, sobbed as 
she heard sentence pronounced. Other 
wamen grouped about her wiped away 
teurs. 

immediately after sentence was 
passed, attorneys for the-defense, W. 
W. ‘Lindall, Claude Brackett and A. 
B. Giles, began plans for an appeal 
from the sentence. 

“Painful” for Judge. 

Judge Howard supplemented his 
brief sentence with words of advice, 
declaring that it was “a painful 
taxk” for him. 

“You are a boy.” Judge. Howard 
said, “and it is hard to tell you that 
you muet spend the rest of your nat- 
ural life in a penitentiary. In spite 
of that. however, I feel that the jury 
hans shown great sympathy for you in 
its verdict.” 

Attorneys for Gibby also announced 
they would file a petition for the re- 
lease of Worth Gibby, brother of the 
yeung slayer, and Thomas Gibby, his 
father, who were jointly indicted with 
Turner in the slaying. These two 
have been in jail. since the slaying 
two months ago, and it was this fact 
that hrought the young boy back to 
Atlanta yoluntarily to stand trial for 
his act. 

Three Courses for Jury. 

Judge Howard charged only on the 
iaws of murder and justifiable homi- 
cide. Only three courses were left 
for the jury—either to impose the 
death penalty, life imprisonment, 
which. comes with a verdict of guilty 
with recommendation for mercy, or 
free the accused boy. 

Gibby shot John Quinn to death 
two months ago at the corner of Stew- 
art avenue and Wells etreet. The 
state sought to prove he shot without 
provocation, and that he had gone

Since our last talk about the ab- 
sorptive power of the skin I lave 
had many interesting communications 
from people witb Billings complaint 
who generally closed by asking a 
question calculated to pulverize my 
bald but absolutely physiological as- 
sertion that nothing is ever absorbed 
through the unbroken skin. 

Several of these correspondents ob- 
vivusly felt that they reduced me to 
a state of abashed inarticulateness by 
sending me newspaper clippings of 
items in which city health authori- 
ties—] ferget which city, though I 
think it was New York—gave out in- 
formation for the public concerning 
the new anti-knock dope which was 
introduced to give gasoline more pep 
and prevent knocking of the engine— 
tetra-ethyl-lead. It seems the health 
authorities found the poison in vari- 
ous parts of the body of one of the 
first victims of the new gas saver, 
and in their public report’ they 
thoughtlessly remarked that the new 
poison was absorbed not only by in- 
halation but also directly through «the 
skin when the clothing of men work- 
ing with it became saturated with 
the tetra-ethyl-lead. Of course | 
can’t esplain how scientific men some 
times jump to such conclusions, but 
anyhow there is no evidence that 
tetra-ethyl-lead on be absorbed 
through the skin, though being a 
volatile substance no doubt a_ work- 
man may inhale considerable of it 
if his clothing is saturated with the 
poison. A child will inhale enough 
camphor from elothing’§ saturated 
with samphorated oil to show marked 
effects from the camphor. 

Many of these correspondents with 
Billings trouble dealt wha. they con- 
fidently expected to be a knockout by 
reviving the demand fer an explana- 
tion of the systemic effects obtained 
by injunction of mercury ointment, 
one of the effective ways of adminis- 
tering mercury. Now this is pretty 
good. I daré say even some of the 
medical brethren would field this 
one a little uncertainly. In fact I 
know some Of the medical authori- 
ties really imagine the mercury so 
“rubbed in” is absorbed into the sys- 
tem through the skin, for they imply 
in their writings that thev think so. 
The mercury absorbed by the indi- 
vidual who receives mercurial inune- 
tions is that which the warmth of 
the skin and the friction of rubbing 
volatilizes, and it is absorbed by in- 
halation. If the mercury inunction 
is practiced under conditions which 
proclude inhalation of the vaporized 
mereury, as where the ointment is 
rubbed into the skin of the leg thrust 
through an opening in the wall so 
that the patient’s head is in another 
room or outdoors, no systematic ef- 
fect is obtained.

, Cause a recent constitutional amend- 
- ment prohibits such consolidations in 
cities located in more than ene county. 
Mr. Saunders will ask that the ref- 
erendum be held as soon as possible, 
and if council passes the resolution, 
it probably will be set for late’ in 
*March or early in February. Such a 
“referendum was authorized by action 
of the legislature last year, but it 
must be held before the 1925 meeting 
of the general assembly. 
Despite statements that the merger 
‘would be illegal, plans for formation 
.of the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment are being cartied forward, and 
‘reports of subcommittees of the gen- 
eral committee will be completed next ; 
‘week, it was stated Ihursday. The 
‘legal committee is investigating legal- 
.ity of establishing the district without 
a constitutional amendment, but offi- 
‘eials backing the merger have indicat- 
.ed that if a charter amendment is 
pnecessary, the legislature will be ask- 
red to take that action. 
,, John T. Hancock, president of the 
*Atlanta board of education and chair- 
*man of the legal committee, stated 
that Attorney General George M. Na- 
pagr has ruled that a constitutional 
‘amendment is unnecessary, and that 
“the new district could be established 
‘by action of the legislature.

In the event 
that it is found illegal, the legisla- 
ture will be requested to vote a con- 
stitutional amendment, which wonld 
have to be ratified by a referendum 
of all voters of the state.

The eclipse is going to be unusually 
interesting from a_ scientific stand- 
point because it will give scientists 
in the region where it is total a chance 
to study the corona. This pearly 
halo of light, which extends some dis- 
tance from the sun only during a 
total eclipse, appears differently every 
time there is a total] eclipse and ecien- 
tists wish to study it this time with 
a view to explaining it, if possible. 
The last partial eclipse of the sun in 
this part of the world was in 1900, 
when the centre was over Atlanta and 
Charlotte. N. C. The maximum part 
of the eclipse Saturday will last only 
for a few seconds, but in some parts 
of New England it will be tota] long 
enough for scientists to take about 
two minutes in looking at it. 


Best Way to See Eclipse. 


The best way to observe the beauty 
of the coming solar eclipse is explained 


the astronomical division of the Broox 
lyn (N: Y.) Institute of- Arts and 
Sciences, as follows: 

“Detect the beginning of the eclipse 
by watching the sun through a piece 
of smoked glass. When the moon 
starts to cross the sun’s face, bandage 
your eyes with a large black or Colored 
piece of cloth. After the eyes havo 
been in the dark for more than an 
hour and it is known that the eclipse 
approaches totality, unbandage your 
eyes, and again look through the 
smoked glas¢. In this way you wil. 
see the full beauty of the sight of a 
lifetime.” 


The eclipse Saturday is regarded as 
so important that the American As- 
tronomical association has urged a 
stop of all ordinary activities during 
the eclipse, which in many regions will 
be the first seen in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

The scientific world is assemblinz 
its forces .for obsérvatiton along stra 
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ness, but in additior eclipse will 


come ander observation of an army of 
radio fans. Cloudy weather can spoil 
the chances for the man with tele- 
scopes, but if a radio set adorns your 
living room, you. may observe the 
eclipse with your ears. Radio is going 
to play a leading role in this celestia! 
performance. Not that any messages 
are looked for from that solar parent 
of ours, which has a temperature of 
10,000 degrees Fahrenheit, but it is 
possible some change may be noted in 
the magnetic and electric conditions 
of the earth. Static may be affected 
by the eclipse im some marked way. 


Amateurs can make their own 
photographs of eclipses as well as of 
those more elusive details of the sun 
and of the moon. 


The first actual photograph of a 
total eclipse was made on July 26, 
1851, at Koenigsburg, and was a 
daguerrotype. Since that time there 
have been less than 40 possible min- 
utes for the observation and photog- 
raphy of total eclipses of the sun in 
North America and Europe: and all 
the rest of the world, Asia, Africa, 
and the oceans, far away from ob- 
servatories and equipment, have add- 
ed but one hour and 50 minutes to 
the time. 


The Saros Period. 


Every 18 years the sun and moon 
are in position to give us the ‘same 
kind of an eclipse. This is called the 
saros period, or cycle, end would 
bring about total eclipses every 18 
years for any given lucality were it 
not for the fact that each eclipse is 
visible about 120 degrees of longi- 
tude to the west of ‘the preceding 
saros return. We ought rhen to have 
the same eclipse come back after 
three such westward leaps or in 54 
years, but this does not happen, for 
the eclipse zone is at the same time 
moving northward or sonthward by 
several hundred miles. The present 
eclipse has moved to the west since 
its last saros return in 1907, when 
it was central over the deserts of 
Turkestan: while 18 years’ before 
that it was in the mid-Pacifie and a 
little more to the south. 

For the coming eclipse of 1925 the 
ann will rise at the headwaters of 
the Mississippi river.in Minnesota, not 
far from Lake of the Woods, with 


the moon already covering most of its 


‘surface; just entering the total phase 
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Soc “conthal tind 

t se of the eclipse will 

ble throughout a strip of land vary- 
ing from 80 to 130 miles in width 
along a line drawn eastward through 
Niagera, the Catskills and Danbury. 
Connecticut. 

Mysterious Corona. 

At every total eclipse of the sun 
a mysterious corona or circlet of radi- 
ance aurroundg old Sol during the 
brief moments that he is completely 
covered. Although first mentioned by 
observers at the beginning of the sec- 
ond eentury, coronas haye probably 
aways n a part of this event. 
And still this brilliant halo remains 
a puzzle. Does the corona shine be- 
cause it is burning or ie a part of its 
radiance due simply to a power of 
reflecting the ineandescent gases in 
the sun? What is it made of, and 
why is the world probably going to 
see W at this special eclipse not as 
a perfectly circular coronet but as 
an irregular glow of licht that reaches 
out near the solar equator in two 
long burste of streamers, one on the 
right side arid one on the left side 
of the snn? Scientists do not know 
as yet of what this glow abont the 
sun ie composed, or why it changes 
in form from one eclipse to the next, 
and astronomers are particularly in- 
terested to learn whether it may not 
rotate. 

Out through the corona flash bril- 
liant red hydrogen flames called prom! 
nences. These will be studied as wel! 
as the gases that compose the various 
outer envelopes or layers of the sun. 
Scientists can observe these character- 
istics of the sun itself on any clear 
day by means of the spectroheliograph. 
which photographs the prominences 
around the sun by limiting the light 
to a series of narrow slits. 

Moon Will Be Studied. 

The moon will come in for a con- 
siderable amount of scrutiny in order 
to outline its exact shape against the 
brilliant background of the solar co- 
rona and to measure still more pre- 
cisely its size.

His gift is indeed a_ versa- 
tile one. When playing the French 
literature one seems to hear a 
French master. in the realm of the 
English school he seems to have de- 
veloped a certain plasticity and or- 
chestral feeling seldom found there. 
And as to the German school, to Bach, 
the master and patron saint of all 
schools, Mr. Farnam is most devoted. 
His artistry is the result of a noble 
gift combined with ceaseless study 
and untiring devotion to His art. 

Mr. Farnam never does anything 
without a reason. The ease and fa- 
miliarity with which he handles his 
instrument is stupendous. In last 
evenings program, the Bach and 
Widor numbers were splendid exam- 
ples of the use of staccati in modern 
organ playing. The Majestic Fan- 
tasia on a choral tune, by Max Reger 
(he is called a second Bach) was per- 
haps the biggest number of the eve- 
ning—though the Roger-Ducasse rep- 
resents a tremendously difficult work, 
the only one from that composer's 
pen.

over 200 high schools in the state have 
libraries of 500 volumes or more. It 
is probable, however, that but few of 
these deal with the subject chosen for 
the orations.
